California hasn t 
the Wright act in force today, and light wines and 
beers cannot legally be manufactured or sold.

The Wright act is an enforcement act, nothing 
more. It merely recognizes the existence of the Vol­ 
stead act; it contains this: 
“The courts of this 
state are hereby vested with the jurisdiction, and thg

officers in the state, to enforce the same.” 
T. M. Wright, author of the Wright act, has given 
out a statement covering the situation. 
He says: 
“The citizens of California face squarely a test of 
their loyalty to the Nation and its Constitution when 
they vote upon the Wright Act this fall. 
This Act 
will appear on the ballot as No. 2, the prohibition en­ 
forcement Act. 
The issue it presents is simply this: 
Shall we join with the rest of the States and Congress 
in enforcing the Constitution of the United States, or 
shall we refuse to enforce it? 
If ive decide to en­ 
force it, it docs not preclude honest effort to amend 
the Constitution or the present Federal laws. 
If we 
refuse to enforce it, then present bootlegging condi­ 
tions will continue, the outcasts from other Stales 
will come here, and our ‘wide open’ conditions will 
become infinitely worse. 
“The Wright Act simply clothes our present offi­ 
cials with authority to aid in stamping out bootleg­ 
ging. 
It does not increase the number of our of­ 
ficials, nor add one dollar of additional burden to 
the taxpayer. We have these officials now, but their 
hands are tied. 
The fines collected will go into our 
local treasuries under the Wright Act instead of en­ 
riching Uncle Sam.

An officer of the Stock Exchange Security Cor­ 
poration, speaking to an audience in Washington, D. 
C , gave some useful information as to the inevitable 
cost of marginal gambling in stocks. 
All that the average* stock gambler considers, he 
says, is the chance of winning or losing. What might 
he called the overhead expense of the sport is ig­ 
nored 
Yet, said the speaker, the brokerage charges, 
taws and commission make a tariff of about $30 
on every marginal transaction of $100. 
It is the gambler, or investor, who pays this, of 
course. 
The brokers are not working for the fun 
of it merely, and the stock exchange is no charitable 
institution. 
Suppose, then, that a gambler in “margins” has 
no bad luck but guesses right half the time. 
Does 
he “break even?*’ 
Far from it. 
He pays for his 
fun $3 out of every $10 he invests and loses 30 per 
cent of his capital. 
A little figuring will show that to finish with as 
much money as he started with, over a long period 
of playing the market, he must actually guess right 
SO per cent of the time. 
Mighty few stock gamblers 
can do that, and that is why most of them lose in 
the long run.
